OF BARTHOIIx.

The Murder Mystery at 
Chicago Grows. 


Oscar Thompson's Cas 
a Strange One. 


Was in the House the Night 
Mrs. Bartholin Died 
Police Discoveries. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.! 

CHICAGO, Aug. 10.—The search for 
William Bartholin, who is suspected 
of having murdered his mother and 
Miss Minnie Mitchell, was continued 
today, but no trace of the missing man 
was found. Oscar Thompson, who was 
for eighteen years the constant friend 


of the fugitive’s mother, and who was 


arrested yesterday, stoutly maintained 
his innocence of any knowledge of the 
murders, and pleaded with the authori- 
ties to be released. After a long ex- 
amination, however, Thompson was 
sent back to his cell, as the police feel 
confident that he has not told all he 
Knows. E. O. Hunter and Milton R. E4- 
wards, former roomers at the Bar- 
tholin house, are being sought by the 
police. 

Late today a special delivery letter 
arrived from Omaha for R. H. Mitch- 
ell, brother of the murdered Minnie 
Mitchell, from Edwards, who wrote 
the day after Miss Mitchell's body was 
identified, stating that he was morally 
certain that Bartholin had murdered 
his mother. Edwards, in the letter, de- 
clared that he fled from Chicago ba- 
cause he, too, feared he would fall a 


| victim to Bartholin’s thirst for blood. 


It was learned tuday that Thompson 
was in the house the night Mrs. Barth- 
olin was killed. Thompson has ad- 
mitted that he was in a room across 
the hall from Mrs. Bartholin's. The 
police have discovered, they say, that 
the aged woman was strangled on a 
couch in her own room on the night of 
July 7, and her body thrown into a 
closet, where it remained for several 
days before burial in the basement. 
Evidence of this was found today by 
the police, who discovered Mrs. Barth- 
olin's false teeth, a nightrobe covered 
with blood, and a large blood-stained 
area on the floor of the closet in Mrs. 
Bartholin’s room. bloody gar- 
ment was in a corner under a shelf, to- 
gether with the teeth, but the blood- 
stained floor revealed that the bod 
the murdered woman was first hidden 
in the closet, and the door to her room 
kept locked for several days. 

Another suspicious circumstance to 
add to the complications of the mystery 
developed tonight, when it was dis- 
covered that Horace Clark, a compan- 
ion of Bartholin, has been missing 
since the murder of Mrs. Bartholin. It 
is now stated that it was absolutely im- 

ible for Bartholin to have buried 
is mother in the basement during the 
daytime, because there is no entrance 
to the cellar except by way of an out- 
side door. To get the corpse into the 
ent he would have had to carry 
it out of the closet and out of doors 
into a back yard, directly under the 
South Side elevated railroad-structure, 
where trains pass constantly, and in 
view of scores of windows on Forty- 
third street. 

Thompson having admitted to the po- 
lice that he was in the house «very 
night for two weeks after Mrs. Bartn- 
olin’s disappearance. firmly denies that 
he saw Bartholin from Tuesday morn- 
ing, the day after her murder, until 
Friday evening, and he also declares 
that he never heard a suspicious sound 
or saw suspicious signs duringthe day 
in which the awful tragedy was com- 
mitted within his very reach. 

Inspector Hunt found a close friend 
of Bartholin who saw him last Tues- 
day, nearly a week after he disap- 


peared with Minnie. Mitchell, who was 
killed on the night of July 30. Barth- 


olin called at the house of this friend 
last Tuesday night. He was in a ter- 
rible state of mind, and his actions 
aroused the wonderment of his host. 
From him the police obtained a de- 
scription of the clothing Barthoiin 
wore when last seen. These clothes 
were found in Bartholin’s room, thus 
proving beyond a doubt that he re- 
turned to the house six days after 
the death of Minnie Mitchell, and that 
he could have returned at no other 
time save at night when Thompson was 
at home. Thompson says he never saw 
Bartholin after, the Wednesday night 
he went away with Minnie Mitchell.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—A dispatch 
was received here today announcing 
the death of Senator James McMillan 
of Michigan at an early hour this 
morning at his summer home at Man- 
chester-by-the-Sea, Mass. Death was 
the result of heart failure, following 
congestion, after an illness of a very 
few hours. The news came as a great 
shock to his friends here, as when the 
Senator left Washington, shortly after 
the adjournment of Congress, he ap- 
peared to be in good health, and looked 
forward with much satisfaction to a 
quiet and restful summer. 

For some years Senator McMillan 
has made his summer home at Man- 
chester-by-the-Sea, having erected a 
very fine cottage at that place. While 


no information on that point hag been 


received here, the expectation is that 
his remains will be taken to Detroit 
and deposited in the family vault at 
Bimwood Cemetery. The body of his 
son, Capt. John H. McMillan, who 
served in the Spanish War and who 
died several months ago, rests there. 
The Senator leaves a widow and three 
sons, W. C., Philip and Frank, all of 
Detroit, and a daughter. Mrs. McMil- 
lan and her daughter accompanied the 
Senator to Manchester-by-the-Sea aft- 
er the adjournment of Congress. 

Senator McMillan was a native of 
Ontario, having been born in Hamil- 
ton May 18, 1838, but in early life 
removed to Michigan and for many 
years has been prominently identi- 
fied with the business and political 
life of that State, having for a num- 
ber of terms been chairman of 
the Republican State Committee. He 
has been a member of the United 
States Senate since March 4, 
1889. He was chairman for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia in that body, and was 
also a member of the Committees on 
Appropriations, Commerce, Naval Af- 
fairs, Relations with Cuba, Coast and 
Insular Survey and Corporations or- 
ganized in the District of Columbia. 

As chairman of the District of Co- 
lumbia Committee, Senator McMillan 
was identified with District affairs, and 
became very well known to the cit- 
izens of Washington, by whom he was 
highly regarded. He took a lively in- 
terest in the welfare of the district, 
and was one of the foremost advocates 
of the improvements of the city. Sen- 
aton McMillan’s family was prominent 
in social circles in Washington, and 
the Senator himself was a member of 
the Metropolitan and the Chevy Chase 
clubs.

FROM STEAMBOAT DAYS. 


Bric-a.brac and Bits of Furniture 
Still Cherished by Families Along the 
Ohio River. 

{New Albany (Ind.) Correspondence 
Indianapolis News:] In this age of 
collectors and collections, one of the 
most notable varieties of curios—relics 
of old steamboat times in Southern 
Indiana—is apparently neglected. Such 
valuable mementoes of the period when 
nearly 500 boats traveled the western 
waters are on y unearthed by chance. 

Although the prestige of New Al- 
bany’s boat-building days has de- 
parted, and only legends exist of the 
years in which thirty-eight steamboats 
during a season was e usual out- 
put, the fine flavor of an old river town 
is still to be discovered. In local archi- 
tecture, touches of the old river life 
linger. | 

Before smoky factories lined the river 
banks, the great Onlo was the fore- 
ground of the town. Rivermén then 
had square or round glass observatories 
built on the roofa of their dwellings, 
and every old-fashioned ome had 
three stories of broad, latti porches, 
over ing the river, with steps 
leading from each porch to the one 
above it. Terraced gardens, in those 
days, sloped toward the river, and 
many latticed arbors and summer 
houses opened toward the river view. 

In one New Albany garden an 51d 
steamboat chimney top, with sp eading 
scroll-work edges, serves a8 a Ca >acioas 
flower vase, and near the door of an- 
other home stands a huge, old-fash-. 
joned foot-scraper, constructed from 
the heavy iron end of an old steamboat 
botler. 

An old steamboat pilot-house served 
many years ago in a back yard as a 


| playhouse for happy children. On the 


upper back porch of the oldest house 
in New Aibany—the Scribner home 
stead, built in 1813—are heavy, green 
wooden shutters, still in good state, 
once carried by the famous racing 
steamboat Diana. 

New Orleans was the nearest mar- 
ket in old steamboat days, and in 
many jewelry boxes are yet treasured 
elegant sets of old-fashioned coral and 
cameo jewelry, purchased hy pros 
perous river captaing for their wives 
and daughters in the old French city 
near the gulf. Beautiful shelis, too, 
were brought from New Orleans. In 
those devs no fer varior ornament 
was desired. Mantels were banked 
and “whatnots” were heaped with ex- 
quisite foreign shells. 

Shells were used as porch decorations, 
too. The river man’s home was known 
by the two huge pink shells at each 
side of his front door, and his flower 


beds were surrounded by conch shells. 


The latter were cheap, and were 
bought by the barrel in New Orleans. 
A row of little box trees, between two 
rows of conch shells, extended on each 


side of the long walk to the big iron 


front gate, and it was the proper thing 
in picturesque yard decoration for th 
river captain’s home. { 

Capt. James H. Meakin owns a fine 
collection of foreign shells. Outdoor 
shells are stolen, in these degenerate 
days, and the family of Capt. Sam 
Montgomery has but three conch shells 
or from a former lot of several bar- 
rels. 

Old steamboat furnishings were al- 
ways substantial and handsome. Ele- 
vant olf boat mirrors «re still found tn 
New Albany halls and parlors. Capt.

Six sets of silver tableware, which 
were buried down in Arkansas during 
‘the Civil War, before the Mary Keene 
was burned, were afterward returned 
to New Albany and sold to families 
which still prize them. Dozens of 
Mary Keene forks and spoons are still 
in active service for church social use. 
Odd pieces of silver, marked B. J. 
Adams,“ are also owned in various 
families. | 

Occasionally pieces of old steamboat 


hardware drift into the local junk 


shops. An old steamboat bell, dated 
1839, weighing 410 pounds, traveled into 
a second-hand place not long ago, and 
old wrought-iron torch baskets, in 
which pitch pine was burned at night, 
on the bow of the old steamboats, are 
now and then seen. Many relics are 
from the famous old J. M. White. Old 
cargo hooks, too, with which barrels 
and boxes were swung from the hold, 
happen along in old iron, and old shi 
yard tools are found—boardaxes, calk- 
ing irons, clamps, and the like.

CARLYLE'S ANTI-NOISE EXPEDI- 
ENTS. 


Poor Thomas Carlyle in his Cheyne 
Row bookery tested that plans with 
all sorts of appliances, plugs, shawls, 
padded nightcaps, and what not; but 
after a week's experiments had to give 
it up in despair. His wife then sent 
a note to the proprietor of a chicken 
swarm in the adjoining yard, but re- 
ceived no reply. and before the end 
of the week ascertained that her kind 
neighbor had procured two additional 
roosters, just to assert her free-born 
British rights against those meddling 
newcomers who thought themselves 
smarter than other people. 

The house had been leased for a 
number of years, and after pondering 
the alternative of suicide and rooster 
slaughter for several sleepless nights, 
the tenant resolved to try the expedi- 
ent of making his study noise-proof, 


| and actually expended the savings of 


six years in building a house within 
a house; double and triple walls all 
around, and sunbeams admitted only 
through a narrow skylight, lamps for 
about twenty out of twenty-four hours. 
ANCIENT “STOP-NOISE” LAWS. 


More than 2000 years ago the civili- 
zation of the Mediterranean coast 
lands had got ahead of ours in such 
matters. The city of Sybaris, the 
capital of a Grecian settlement in 
Southern Italy, had a municipal by- 
law banishing all noisy trades and 
noisy animals to certain suburbs, and 
sub ng wanton brawlers to heavy 
fines. Antioch at the time of the Em- 
peror Julian enforced similar regula- 


tions, and had a stop- noise“ ordi- 


nance similar to the curfew custom. 
Kettledrum owners had to suspend 
operations at specified hours of the 
evening to give their féllow-citizens 
a chance to study or slurnber. 

The progress of industrialism is the 
chief explanation of our present noise 
martyrdom, but it is certain that a 
large part of the affliction is due to 
superfluous violations of the peace, to 


rages against the sanctity of silence. 
NOISY RAILROADS. | 

The Mayor of Newport, Ky., a few 
years ago set a good example by 
threatening several railway companies 
with an embargo upon their right 
of way unless they would stop the 
practice of making every midnight 
freight train a curse to thousands of 
sleep-needing citizens. The engineers of 
freight-yard locomotives “seemed to 
vie in their efforts to wake the dead,” 
forty-wildcat power yells ringing out 
at two-second intervals, mingled with 
the flerce hiss of escaping steam and 
the crash of colliding trucks—not in 
special emergencies, but hour after 
hour and night after night, till the 
very birds left the neighborhood of 
the depot yards and crossed the hills 
in quest of quieter roosts. 

MECCA FOR PEACE SEEKERS. 

Experts testified that in a consider- 
able plurality of cases lantern signals 
could be substituted for steam shrieks, 
and that ground-shaking concussions 
could be avoided, both by caution and 
by an improvement of the buffer 
guards. Noiseless maneuvers, they 
agreed, were out of the question on the 
present system of train management, 
but the range of the unavoidable 
sounds should not exceed 500 yards 
(about a quarter of a mile.) and the 
Mayor framed his injunctions accord- 
ingly, with results that made Newport 
the Mecca of peace seekers, and would 
have solved the worst of all noise 
problems if it had not been for the 
echo of whistle serenades from the 
other side of the river. ? 


-PEDDLERS, DOGS AND POULTRY. 


Bawling peddlers strain the patience 
of city dwellers to a degree that often 
forfeits them the good will their 
customers, but they trundle homeward 
long before night, and hardly deserve 
with the internal 
nuisance of yelping pu * 

“It passes my comprehension how 
people can. volunteer to saddle them- 
selves with such pests,” writes a lady 
of my acquaintance. “I would just. 
as soon board a lunatic with a pen- 
chant for getting up in the middie of 
the night and blowing a trumpet.” 

For some of these trumpeters can’t 
wait til morning. They mistake moon. 
light for dawn, and one blundgr of 
that kind awakens a chorus of shrieks 
spreading from yard to yard, from 
street to street, till sleep becomes im- 
possible, unless invoked by anodynes

Nervous 
distress and the need of rest have 
reached a degree that would prevail 
against all intrigues of poultry mon- 
gers—unprofited amateurs, most of 
them, after all. The little kingdom of 
Beigtum boasts more than twenty 
cities that banish roosters beyond the 
corporation limits. 
OBSTREPEROUS SLUM PETS. 
The dog problem is a more intricate 
one. There is no doubt that a num- 
ber of useless curs are sheltered in the 
slums and suburbs of large cities. Dog 
taxes cannot be enforced against half 
the owners. Hundreds of them are 
hidden indoors all the day long. Their 
proprietors keep them out of sight 
for the special purpose of dodging the 
tax collector. But, under cover of 
darkness, they are turned loose to 
murder sleep for blocks around 
Chaining them up in a back yard only 
aggrava their power for mischief. 
Their monotonous, endless yelps make 
it evident that the duty of vigilance 
has nothing to do with their vocal 
efforts. They bark for digestive pur- 


poses, making their lungs cOmpensate 


the enforced inactivity of their legs. 

A time will come, however, when our 
indifference to noise will seem as in- 
comprehensible as the mediaeval neg- 
lect of cleanliness; keepers of poultry 
and of dogs in crowded city quarters 
will disappear under stringent laws. 

A PARADISE OF PEACE. 

Meanwhile, a sanctuary of silence 
might prove an extremely profitable 
enterprise. The advertisement of an 
absolutely noise-delivered sanatorium 
would attract health-seekers from 
scores of large cities. On this side of 
the Atlantic an enterprise of that sort 
would not require a syndicate of capi- 
talists; there are regions of the South. 
ern Alleghanies, where several square 
miles of woodlands could be rented for 
$100 a year, and at a moderate addi- 
tional expense rough-fenced to keep 
out obstreperous quadrupeds. Such a 
place would be a haven of peace to 
the nerve-racked inhabitant of the 
great city. 

m such a heaven as this retreat 
would undoubtedly prove, the jaded 
worker would return like a giant re- 
fres „In such a city . silence, 
could be bullt up sound-proof brains, 
or at least brains that would be 
sound-proof for a reasonable period, 
after which the proofing process could 
be renewed with like good results. 

It is essential that the overworked 
and sensitive inhabitants of our cities 
should have some such cure as this. 
It can be imitated in the home to a 
certain extent. Think what a biess- 
ing it would prove were the multitud- 
inous noises of the modern flat reduced 
to their lowest dimensions; were the 
excitable young husband and wife, who 
are so fond of airing their joys and sor- 
rows on the back veranda to confine 
their confidences to quiet conversation 
in the privacy of their own rooms. 
What a difference were the walls of 
the houses sound-proof and the floors 
and cellings properly deafened! How 
blessed to be spared the rival har- 
monies of the college of music grad- 
uate on the first floor and the bud- 
ding tenor under the tiles. 

Voices should be “gentle and low: 
an excellent thing in woman,“ or, for 
the matter of that, in man either. The 
avoidance of loud for a cou- 
ple of generations would possibly give 
rise to people with round, smooth tones 
and gentle manners, who would suffer 
in a much less degree from sound 
nervousness. The strengthened sys- 
tem toned in the sound-proof sanato- 
rium would bid defiance to the long- 
drawn agony of elevated railroads, 
electric cars, grade crossings and rah 
way engine belis, and the whole race 
of sound tortures that “pour out their 
affright on the startled ear of night.” 

With the advancement of invention 
and the reform of city government, we 
may look for such things as prac- 
tically noiseless streets, traffic removed 
to subways, soundiess railways ana 
street cars and night labor reduced to 
a minimum. Then gentle sleep, na- 
ture’s soft nurse, each night will hush 
all her tired children to dreamless 
ater.

VAST IRON PODUCTION. 


T HARDY needed the oficial fig- 

ures of iron production in the first 

half of 1902 to prove that the first 
six months of this year witnessed the 
greatest period of activity in iron pro- 
duction ever known in this or any 
other country. It is of interest to note, 
however, that after showing the larg- 
est outturn of the raw pig ever re- 
corded, the statistics of the American 
Iron and Steel Association show the 
smallest stocks of unsold pig iron on 
hand at the close of a half-yearly pe- 
riod. These figures only confirm what 
is, however, well known, that partly 
owing to the interruption to production 
caused by the anthracite coal strike, 
but mainly to the enormous require- 
ments induced by active trade, a condi- 
tion of virtual famine exists in the 
American pig-iron trade after the 
greatest production ever known and 
after the heaviest imports of foreign 
pig recorded for a decade past. The 
production of pig iron in this country 
by semi-annual] periods for four years 
past follows: 

1908. 1901. 1900. 1899. 

First half. . . 8,808. 76 7.674613 17,642,669 6,280,167 
Second half.. ....... 8,308,741 6.16.7 7,1. 

Totalss 5,878,884 13,789,242 13,620,708 

There is here shown a gain of 7.3 
per cent. in the production over the 
hitherto record period of the last 
half of 1901 and a gain of over double 
this proportion when compared with 
the first half of 1901. It is worth not- 
ing, also, that the six months’ produc- 
tion this year exceeds by nearly 200,-. 
000 tons the entire production in the 
calendar year, 1896. If the production 
for the last half of 1901 be added to 
that of the first half of 1902 a total 
of 17,011,000 tons is reached. With the 
present demand and production of pig 
iron it is not unreasonable that this 
output Will be exceeded for the pres- 
ent calendar year, and the production 
has, in fact, been estimated as high as 
18,000,000 tons, a quantity 13 per cent. 
larger than that of the calendar year 
rire and more than double that of 
There is, apparently, a tendency to 
give undue weight to the effects of 
the anthracite coal miners’ strike upon 
the pig iron output. In 1901 the total 
product of pig iron made with an- 
thracite coal and coke was_ 1,712,527 
tons, or less than one-ninth of the 
entire output. Of this only 43,719 tons 
were made with anthracite coal alone. 
This year the production of anthra- 
cite coal and coke pig was only 733,- 
740 tons for six months, against 865,- 
024 tons a year ago. Of this year's 
output less than 16,000 tons were made 
with anthracite coal alone. Of the to- 
tal production of 8,808,574 tons, or 
nearly 9 per cent., were made with 
bituminous fuel entirely. It will, there. 
fore, be seen that as a fuel anthracite 
coal, while desirable in special in- 
stances, is not an absolute necessity, 
and may be easily enough dispensed 
= a ready substitute being found in 

e. 

Some comparisons of the total prod- 
uct of tron in this country are made 
possible by the figures above given. 

The 8,808,574 tons produced in six 
months of this year exceeds the total 
calendar year 1901 output of Great 
Britain or Germany by over 1,000,000 
tons, and it is entirely probable that 
Pennsylvania alone, which produced 
7,343,257 tons of pig iron in 1901, will 
this year exceed the production of 
either of the above-named countries. 
Despite the fact that there were twenty 
more furnaces in blast at the end of 
June this year than there were at the 
end of December, 1901, and that the 
import of foreign pig iron this year has 
been liberal, the total of unsold stocks 
of pig iron on hand on June 30, 1902, 
was only 29.861 tons, against 70,647 tons 
December 31, 1901; 372,560 tons on June 
30, 1901, and 442,370 tons on December 
31, 1900. Taking it from the standpoint 
of the fiscal year’s operations, we find 
that in addition to the 17,011,000 tons of 
pig iron produced in the twelve months 
of 1901-02, 342.000 tons of iron in stock 
has disa ared, and so likewise has 
the nearly 200,000 tons of pig and scrap 
iron imported in the past fiscal year, 
so that the total consumption of iron 
in this country during the past fiscal 
year has easily exceeded 17,500,000 tons, 
not to mention the large imports of 
iron and steel in other forms, all of 
which would seem to render necessary 
a domestic production this calendar 
year well up to that above indicated, 
namely, 18,000,000 tons.—[{Bradstreet’s. 


COAL STRIKE. 
Enormous Waste. 


The Railway Age, discussing the 
waste of the striking anthracite coal 
miners of Pennsylvania, says: 

“In deciding emphatically against a 
Sympathetic strike of the soft-coal 
miners, in violation of their contracts, 
to aid the striking anthracite miners 
of Pennsylvania, the convention of 
the United Mine Workers last week 
showed wisdom. But in favoring a 
continuance of the strike, and in un- 
dertaking the enormous burden of 
supporting the idle miners and their 
families, the union has indorsed a 
financially unsound proposition. Con- 
sidered simply from a money  stand- 
point, the strike is already a losing 
venture, even should it accomplish the 
advance in wages demanded. With- 
out taking into account the enormous 
loss to local trade and industries, to 
the railways, the mine Owners and the 
general public—for this consideration 
never prevents or ends a strike—and 
looking merely at the object sought 
to be attained, namely, to improve the 
pecuniary condition of the Pennsyl- 
vania miners, the strike is already 
lost, and every day that it is contin- 
ued adds to the money loss. Should 
the miners win in the end, they would 
enjoy the satisfaction of having main- 
tained the power of the union to fix 
wages without the assent of the em- 
ployers, and this undoubtedly would be 
some consolation for pecuniary loss: 
but if the strike fails, the loss will 
be double. 

“It is stated, on the side of the min- 
ers, that ‘the meager sum of $500,000 
& month will stop the strike.’ Con- 
densing the chief facts in regard to 
the trouble, as they have been devel-

TRACKLESS TROLLEY. 
New Hampshire’s Freak. 


The City Council of Franklin, N. H. 
has granted permission to a company 
to erect poles and trolley wires for a 
trackless trolley line running to the 
railway station in that city. The road. 
bed will be laid with macadam. The 
electric circuit will consist of two 
wires, including the return part of the 
circuit, which, in street railway work, 
is usually served by the track and 

und. The arrangement of the trol- 
ey will be such that the motor wag- 
ons may deviate ten feet from.a po- 
sition directly under the trolley wire. 
When wagons have to pass, th® mo- 
torman of one has to remove his trol- 
leys from the wires for a moment 
while the other car slips past. The 
ability to change direction within lim- 
its, of course, will be necesary to al- 
low passing other vehicles on the road, 
The idea of such a line is not a new 
one. As far back as 1882 Siemens & 
Halske ran a carriage through the 
streets of Berlin by means of a 5uUs- 
pended wire. The idea was not fur- 
ther developed at the time, however, 
and nothing practical was done in this 
direction until a comparatively recent 
time. In Germany a line of the sort 
has been operated from the oid fortress 
of Konigstein through the Biela Val- 
ley, the wagons making use of the 
highway and street pavements with- 
out difficulty. The wagons are operated 
over a distance of a mile and half, but 
an extension of the service by eight or 
nine miles is planned.

Marvelous Cash Register. . 

A cash register to be carried in the 
pocket is the latest novelty to be added 
to the list of Minneapolis manufac 
tures. It is a device by which a shop- © 
per may ring up the nickels as she 
spends them, and thus keep exact tab 
on . status. Also the com- 
mercial traveler, by a simple 
of the finger when he note bait 
may avold the brain-racking ordeal 
filling out his expense account. 

The pocket cash register was invent} 
ed by Ell Zimmerman, a salesman for 
the National Cash Register Company, 
designer of the slot machines used in 
Minneapolis and inventor of the 
point manufactured in West Superior. 

The register will record in amounts 
not less than 5 cents each up to a to- 
tal of $100 before resetting. In di- 
mensions it is two inches and a half 
long, and one and a quarter wide and 
quarter of an inch in thickness. It is 
made of aluminum and weighs little. 
On the face is the register, the first 
two indicators being for dollars and the 
third for cents. On the reverse side is 
the key for registering. 

Although the first few thousand ma- 
chines have been contracted for in the 
East, the factory is to be established 
in Minneapolis as soon as special ma- 
chinery is made.

LONGEST RAILROAD. 
Siberia Holds Record. | 


Before the present year closes the 
great Trans-Siberian Rallroad, the 
longest continuous line in the world, 
will be open for traffic, and Russia can 
well claim possession of the most wone- 
derful line of transportation in exist- 
ence. The new road will extend for a 
distance of over 5300 miles and connect 
with the old Russia road from Moscow 
to the Ural Mountains, thus forming a 
continuous line from Moscow to Port 
Arthur or Viadivostock; the passage 
will occupy about sixteen days. The 
road has cost the Russian empire 
750,060,000 roubles, or $375,000,000—a vas. 
sum of money, but one that will nq 
doubt be repaid with ample interest 
within a very few years. It is one of 
the grandest works undertaken by the 
government of the Czar, and it prome- 
ises to increase the wealth of hig do- 
minions almost immeasurably by 
bringing China into direct commeresial 
communication with Russia. 

Siberia, the country which this great 

line opens to the world at large, has 
hitherto been known only as the land 
to which Russia sent her potitical 
exiles as prisoners. It has been de- 
scribed as A horrible waste over which 
the icy winds of the Arctic are contin- 
ually blowing; with the exception of 
its mines very little has been known 
of any resources that were of value 
to civilization. But the truth is Si- 
berta, like our — Alaska. —— Rus- 
sia sold to us for a mere pittance, 
a land overflowing with aa 
wealth. Her agricultural resources are 
unsurpassed in Europe, and her min- 
eral wealth is proverbial. Siberia now 
has a population of about 5,000,000, Dut, 
with the completion of this railroad, 
the stream of immigration thither must 
swell, and it is estimated that country 
will ultimately support a population 
one hundred times the size of this.

ERIT SYSTEM FOR SCHOOLS. 

The Superiatendent of Schools n 
Chicago—Mr. E. G. Cooley—is en- 
doavoring to ‘secure the introduction 
of the merit system in connoction 
with the work of teachers in the pub- 
lic schools of that city. Should Mr. 
Cooley’s suggeotions be adoptei the 
experiment which it will inaugurate 
will be of great interest to educators 
everywhere, and to the generel public 
as well. 
The plan proposed by Mr. Cooley, 
as Outlined in a recent issue of the 
American Weekly, is the adoption of 
“a schedule of salaries for teachers in 
the various gradés, as well as for head 
azsistants, for High School teachers 
and for principals. The teacher WIII 
receive a certain minimum salary for 
the first year of service, in both tie 
primary and grammer grades, and d- 
ditional salary each year for seven 
years until a maximum is reached 
for the group to which he belongs: 
then he will pass to a higher group 
and reach its maximum in four years 
Teachers will, according to this 
scheme, be promoted from one group 
to another. by vote of the Boerd of 
Education upon recommenaation of 
the Superintendent of Schools, The su- 
perintendent will make his recom- 
mendation upon the tesis of an esti- 
mate of the average efficiency of each 
teacher, which shall be represented 
in marks. No one will receive this 
promotion from one group to another 
whose average in efficiency falls be- 
low 80 per cent. Thus a teacher in 
the primary grades will begin on a 
salary of $500 and may, if efficient, 
receive regular promotion, until the 
salary amounts to $900 in eleven

It is to be hoped 
that it will be given a fair trial in 
Chicago.

The ousting ef MacKenzie 
and his gang of parasites has hala 
moet wholesome effect upon the school 
syetem in San Jonge. as well us upon 
the conduct of ‘municipal affairs in 
general, in that city. But it is appar- 
ent that if some vlan like that pro- 
posed by the Chicago Superintendent 
of Schools were generally adopted, 
the schools might in a measure be 
kept out of the clutches of the Boss 
MaclKcnzies and others of thcir un- 
savory kind. 

Persons holding public offices of any 
kind should obtain such positions, and 
retain them, only on their merits. 
The plan for a graduated salary 
schedule for teachers has much to 
recommend it, and it is not apparent 
that there can be any serious objec- 
tion against it. ‘the Times has recently 
advocated the adoption of a graduated 
stlery schedule for the Police De- 
partment of this city. It might be 
well to carry the idea further, and 
adopt such a schedule for the Fire De- 
partment. and possibly for some other 
municipal employees. At all events, 
the Chicago experiment appears to 
be an effort in the right direction and 
its outcome will be regarded with 
much interest.

The Undecided Man. 

Rey. Philip James Ward preached 
yesterday at the Central Presbyterian 
Church, corner of Flower and Pico 
streets, from John xix, 8: “When 
Pilate therefore heard that saying, he 
was <afraid.” 

Mr. Ward said in part: “The char- 
acter of Pilate as presented to us in 
a few master strokes in the gospel is 
a striking portrayal of the mental at 
titude of very many toward Jesus 
Christ today. Luke says of him: Fil- 
late willing to release Jesus.” Mark 
says of him: ‘And so Pilate willing to 
content the people—— In the Acts of 
the Aposties we read: ‘Pilate was de- 
termined to let Him go,’ and Luke tells 
us the final outcome, ‘And Pilate gave 
sentence that it should be as they re- 
quired.’ It was not possible that any 
ship could make port safely with the 
wind blowing in so many different di- 
rections. No traveler could hope to 
reach his destination with se many 
guides pointing out so many totally 
different directions. We have few 
Johns today, but Pilates in their at- 
titude toward Christ, are numerous. 
He certainly had sympathy for Christ; 
he evidenced truthfulness when he de- 
clared that he found no fault in Christ, 
and notwithstanding all his compunc- 
tions, hesitations and relentings, 
was a fatal lack of decision to do 
what his heart prompted him to do. 
Pilate’s great fault consisted in lis- 
tening to voices about him, instead of 
to the voice within him. With miser- 
able vacillation he suggested once 4 
half-way dealing with Christ, saying: 
‘I find no fault in Him, I will therefore 
chastise Him and let Him go. How 
many in medern times choose a half- 
Way attitude toward Jesus, knowi 
in their hearts that such a solution 
the great question, ‘What shall 1 do 
with Jesus?’ is pitifully absurd.“

The Christian in the Church. 

At the First Congregational Church 
yesterday morning the junior pastor. 
William Horace Day, preached on the 
text “And Let Us Consider One An- 
other, to Provoke Unto Love and Good 


Works.“ He said in part: 


“We are in the church, not to get, 
but to give. Some enter the church 
for what they hope to get out of the 
church. He knew of a man that was 


disappointed because he did not find 


his church membership gave him s- 
clal position and did not help him 
in getting a position. Undoubtedly an 
earnezt church member might make 
friends and these friends might bring 
him social and business advantages, 
but that was not the reason why he 
should join the church. He should 
feel the motive of his Lord who came 
net to be ministered unto, but to min- 
ister and to give Hia life.

to get his share and not give the serv- 
ice his conscience told him he ewed. 
The jerker or grumbler would not be 
a fault-finder unless he too was seeking 
to have his vanity and gelf-love min- 
istered to. If he were obeying the text 
to consider and provoke to love and 
good works, he would be too busy at 
work to grumblt. In the second place, 
we are in the church to give of our 
money. Some men would not let the 
right hand know what the left was 
giving, amd so never give at all. No 
one else can judge for me what my 
duty in giving is, but I have some 


duty. There is too much bargain 


hunting—seeting to see how cheap we 
can get in paying fur spiritual 
things. .Thdt was why Ananias and 
Sapphira got into trouble in the early 
church. Thev were trying to make a 
bargain. God says, ‘Come, let us rea- 
son together.“ Never let us bargain 
together. 

The next thing we owe is the gift 
of time. It takes time to do the Lord's 
work In the world. The prayer meet- 
ing is the place where the church is 
made strong and spiritual. It the 
members of a church are willing to 
give of their precious time to attend 
that service and to prepare for itz 
helpfulness that church always win be 
and where the members incite one an- 
other to love and good works. 

“The final gift a member owes the 
church is his love. We must give our 
affection to the church. As a mother 
cannot sleep at times for anxiety over 
some sick child or erring. bov. so we 
church members should be in desperate 
anxiety to help some straying brother, 
It is our business not to condemn him 
and put him out of the church, but to 
seek him out, ‘to consider to incite 
him to love and good works.’ We can 
bear to love our church if we win 
serve it. Mr. Browning tells us the 
way in a noble line: | 

How can man love but what he 
yearns to help.’ The Christian owes his 
church. a life of service. of his money, 
of his time, of his love.”

Compound Fracture of the Right Leg 
and Othet Leg Badly Lacerateé—Pos- 
sible Internal Injuries—The Victim 
Was Drunk.

Twisted and mangled and suffering 
intense pain, Harry F. Adams, # 
young Carpenter, was taken to the 
Receiving Hospital about 11 o'clock 
last night, having been run over by 
car No. 106 of the Eastiake Park line. 
Adams was quite drunk and got off 
a Downey avenue car, presumably to 
go to his home at No. 522 South Ave- 
nue 21. On Alhambra avenue, de- 
tween Thomas and Pritchard strects, 
he was seen by wayfarers to sit down 
on a bank which is close to the track 
of the Eastlake Park line. George But- 
ler. motorman of car No. 106, saw him 
sitting on the bank as he approached, 
and when the car was within a few 
yards, Adams arose and lurched to the 
track.

His injuries were found to be a 
compound fracture of the right leg and 
laceration of the left, both being fright- 
fully mangled.

But for the British, There Would 
Have Been Several Hundred Buried 
Instead of One Man. 

[New York Sun:] Mwamba had been 
dead for fourteen months, but he was 
not yet buricd His friends kept his 
body above ground all this time, in 
the hope that they would finally soften 
the obdurate hearts of the British, who 
for some undoubtedly reason were 
opposed to permitting the dead ruler 
to enter the next world with an as- 
cort ing his ‘importance. For 
Mwamba was a realiy great monarch. 
He had been a tyrant, whose name was 
a terror. He had mutilated a great 
number of his subjects. His crimes 
were more numerouw than the hairs of 
his head. It was not reasOnable to 
let him go into the other world without 


world from which he had departed. 
From time immemorial in that coun- 
try the graves of defunct chiefs had 
been the scenes of veritable butcheries. 
It was the custom to drag the vic- 
tims to the tomb of the late important 
persovage; each one of them received 
on the head a single terrible blow 
from an ax or club. If the victim 
succumbed, as was almost invariabiy 
the case this was a sure sign that his 
or her presence Was agreeable to the 
dead person. If he survived, this 
showed clearly that his room was pre- 
ferred to his company, and he was al- 
yo — to get wail and thank his lucky 


549756 British were on the ground keep- 
ing a careful lookout to see that no 
one should lose his life simply because 
Mwamba had died. Members of the 
ruling family repeatedly went to the 
white men and reasoned with them. 
Mwamba certainly needed women to 
cook his food in the other world. He 
required slaves to brush away importu- 
nate flies, and wives to offer him the 
tribute of their adulation. In fact, 
everybody who had been connected 
with his court should be immolated 
on his tomb or buried alive in hig 
grave. Surely the white men would 
not punish the petitioners for follow- 
ing the custom of the country or pay- 
ing the due honor to the dead. But 
the stern white men were —— 
“If you killa single person,“ they said, 
“on account of the death of *

“Well,” said the white men, “have 
you buried your chief yet?” 

“How can we bury him when you 
will not permit us to give him any 
companions? If we should 
Mwamba simply as an ordinary mor- 
tal he would avenge “himself upon us 
and bring terrible calamities upon the 
country.” 

They were informed again that if 
any effort was made to provide Mwam- 
ba with an escort they ould form a 
of it. Fourteen months passed 
and the body was still wrapped in 
cloth awaiting interment. A deputa- 
tion was sent to the British to make a 
last appeal. 

“Mwamba, pur chief, has now been 
dead many months and his body ie 
not yet buried. We beg of you to let 
us bury with him at least a few 
slaves.”
